Into an- 
other bow! put a pint of whole milk 
into which has been thoroughly mixed 
about half a cupful of honey and add

MILK PANS NEED DAILY STERIL 
IZATION 
Bell writes: 

“My olster and I had an argument 
which we wish you would settie for 
us. I have a cloth strainer for the 
milk, which I wash thre vg@i> two waters 
and then scald and hang up in the 
sum, My milk pans are rinsed in cold 
walter, then washed and scalded. I 
notice if they are not washed in this 
manner they draw flies, 

“My sister says my way is too slow 
She just washes her strainer through 
one water and hangs it up, And her 
milk pans are put through only one 
water, too,” 

Answer 

The object of keeping milk pans, or 
bottles, clean is not to keep away flies, 
but to prevent any old milk being left 
on them which will in no uncertain 
way spoil the fresh milk, I would 
hate to drink milk from your sister's 
milk pans 

All _utengils used for milk must be 
rinsed in cold water, washed in hot 
suds and scalded with plenty of boll- 
ing water or else put on in cold water 
and brought te a boil, To omit these 
ceremonies (and of course they are 
slow), is, in summer at least, to flirt 
with “summer complaint", for this is 
the usual result of Improperly cleans- 
ed milk pans and bottles, if not more 
serious diseases

Province of Alberta 


DRIVER’S LICENCE—FEE 50c 


On and after July Ist, 1929, no person shall drive a motor vehicle on a high- 
way in Alberta unless such person is in possession of a subsisting driver’s licence 
or chauffeur’s licence. 7'he penalty is a severe one for driving without a licence. 


No driver’s licence shall be issued to any person under the age of sixteen 
years. If the applicant is between the ages of sixteen and eighteen, the applica- 
tion must bear the signature of the parent or guardian that the applicant is 
competent to drive a motor vehicle and is familiar with the motor vehicle laws of 
the Province and the rules of the road. 

Application cards may be obtained from any Alberta Police Officer, Clerks 
of the Court, dealers in motor vehicles, issuer of licence number plates, or from 
the postmaster in any town or village, and when completed should be for- 
warded with the fee of fifty cents for the licence to the Motor Vehicle Branch 
Office at either Calgary, Lethbridge or Medicine Hat, or to the Office of the 
Deputy Provincial Secretary at Edmonton. 

In addition to severe penalties for driving whilst intoxicated, reckless driv- 
ing and other offences against the Act, the licence may be suspended or can- 
celled,
